I remember when several of the members of 
my boyscout troop wanted to study code for 
their merit badge. We had a person who in- 
vited us over to study code and listen to him 
communicate with the outside world. I wish 
that things were different, where you could 
invite a group of neighbor kids over to experi- 
ence the thrill of amateur radio communica- 
tions.

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Long Island Hams 
Fight Tower Ruling 


from Amateur Radio Newsline 


Amateur radio operators out on New York's 
Long Island are seeking national support to 
fight the local zoning board within the Town of 
Hempstead. On October 6th the Zoning Board 
of Appeals denied amateur radio operator 
Mark Nadel, NK2T the right to maintain his 55 
foot radio tower. 

The reason for the denial was based on two 
neighbors had filed complaints about radio 
frequency interference to their home entertain- 
ment equipment. In other words, the town of 
Hempstead is saying that it is taking on the 
jurisdiction of the FCC and the townships 
lawyers add that they have the right to do just 
that. This, even if it means openly challenging 
the federal government and its communications 
control agency, the FCC. 

The decision against Nadel is precedent 
setting and reads in part as follows. We quote: 

“The board finds that the proposed and 
existing height of 55’ has had a devastating 
effect on several of the residents. The transmis- 
sion of applicants come over the telephone, 
television and electronic equipment of the 
neighbors and interfere substantially with those 
neighbors use of such facilities. The Board has 
weighed the benefit to the applicant as against 
the detriment to the neighbors, and finds that 
the detriment far outweighs any benefit to the 
applicant.” — end quote. 

Word is that Hempstead is prepared to 
spend any amount of money to argue this case 
in all jurisdictions including the United States 
Supreme Court. As a result, it now appears as if 
the only way that Nadel can have this decision 
overturned is to take it to court himself. He and 
other hams in Hempstead have been given no 
other choice than to fight. 

In order to help NK2T overcome this unac- 
ceptable decision an organization has been 


formed know as RADIO. This is an acronym for 
the Radio Amateur Defense & Information 
Organization. Its sole purpose is that of helping 
amateur radio operators in their fights with 
town zoning problems. Regardless of the final 
outcome, this will be a precedent setting case. 
Perhaps the most important legal battle in the 
history of the United States Amateur Radio 
Service. 

For this reason it is very important to sup- 
port NK2T in this oncoming battle through the 
courts. The findings may well determine 
weather or not you can have a ham transmitter 
and an antenna, no matter where in the nation 
you may live. The address for contributions is 
RADIO, in care of N2FF, Post Office Box 343, 
Williston Park, New York 11596.

The FCC has issued a Notice of Forfei- 
ture for $10,000 to David Plourde, N1IZR, of 
Lewiston, ME., according to December's 
QST. In April of 1992, Plourde was given a 
Notice of Apparent Liability for $10,000 for 
allegedly operating on the Citizen’s Band 
using a non-type-accepted transmitter and a 
linear amplifier. Given the usual 30 days to 
respond to the NAL, Plourde had not done 
so as of October 12, 1993, the date of the 
Notice of Forfeiture. 


And, the price of testing for amateur 
radio will go up to $5.75 on January Ist, 
1994, That is when the FCC’s maximum 
allowable reimbursement fee goes up from 
the present amount of $5.60. 


On a completely different note, the few 
amateurs that corrected this editor on the 
existence of a TEN-TEC Argosy II will be 
displeased that I actually saw a picture of 
one. <grin>. Finding that one ranked right 
up there with snipe hunting! 


The 7th ARRL RTTY Roundup begins 
at 1800 UTC <1000 PST> on January 8th, 
1994, and ends at 2400 UTC <1600 PST> on 
January 9th, 1994. For the rules and particu- 
lars, grab a copy of the Dec. issue of QST and 
look on page 127. 


The alleged need for two meter radios 
in New York City taxis seems to have disap- 
peared as a results of a plan to install cellular 
phones in may of the city's cabs. According 
to Nynex, Mobile Communications, one of 
the city's cellular suppliers, some two hun- 
dred medallion taxi cabs have embarked on 
a three month pilot program to test the 
feasibility of having cellular pay-phones in 
the rider compartments of these vehicles. 
Passengers are able to use these cel-tels for 
regular phone calls, and taxi drivers have a 
special push-button that allows instant 
access to police through the city's 911 emer- 
gency access number. 

As reported a few months ago, a 
small number of New York City taxi drivers 
had petitioned the Taxi and Limousine 
Commission to have two meter radios in- 
stalled in every cab. The commission turned 
the drivers down.

Fork It Over 


If you think your last traffic ticket was 
painful, wait until you see what your friends 
at the FCC have cooked up for you. The 
commission's new fine schedule includes a 
$625 penalty for any “assorted minor viola- 
tions,” and a $1,250 fine for failure to identify 
your station. Unauthorized use of equipment 
will cost you $5,000. 

Running excessive power, failing to re- 
spond to an FCC communication, or operat- 
ing on an unauthorized frequency will set 
you back $10,000 under the new fine sched- 
ule. Transmitting indecent material or words 
will cost you $12,500, causing malicious in- 
terference to another ham is set at $17,500, 
and failing to permit an FCC station inspec- 
tion carries an $18,500 price tag. 

If you really want to help reduce the na- 
tional debt, just get caught sending out a 
false SOS. Illegal misuse of distress commu- 
nications like that will cost you $20,000 for 
each transmission! The FCC has the author- 
ity to adjust these fines, but these base 
amounts are recommended for first-time of- 
fenders. TNX Newsline & Westlink Report,
